DEATH OF HI CHILD, 

Fung Ayew, a man who was employed on 
‘board the Victor Emanuel, was charged 
with the manslaughter of bie child Fung 
Ping Poon, and. on a second charge with 


"neglecting to provide for the necessities of 


this child, meat, clothing &c., so that its 
health was seriously ‘impuired, and it was 
greviously injured. we 

. The prisoner pleaded not guilty.” 

The Acting Attorney General prosecuted, 
and the jury who heard the case was com- 
prised of the following members:—k.
